1. (Currently amended) A hair curler simulating the appearance ofu given animal, said hair 
eurler comprising a cylindrical body portion simulating a first part of the anatomy of the given 
animal, said body portion having \v/o ends and being adapted to have hair wrapped about it 
between said two ends, an animal head portion molded of a plastic material separate from the 
body portion^ said animal head portion being attached to one end of the body portion and 
simulating a second part of the anatomy of the given animal diffei-ent from the first part, and an 
atiimal hind portion molded of a plastic material scpaj ate from the body portion, said animal hind 
portion being attached to the other end of the body portion and simulating a third part of the 
anatomy of the given animal different from the first and second parts, said animal head portion 
having a different sha)^ and appearance than said animal hind porticm, said animal head portion 
comprising an animal hcad/forclegs form and said animal hind portion comprising an animal 
hind quartcrs/hind legs form, said cylindrical body portion having a length between said animal 
head and hind portions suflficient for wrapping hair about the body portion, and means for 
holding the hair wrapped about the body portion to the body portion. 

2. (Canceled) J he hair curler of claim 1> including an animal hind poition attached to the 
body portion. 

3. (Previously presented) The hair curler of claim 1 , including an animal tail attached to the 
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animal hind porlion. 

4. (Canceled) The hair curler of claim 3, wherein the animal tail comprises a bcndablc wire. 

5. (Canceled) The hair curler of claim 4, wherein the bcndablc wire is covered with a 
fibrous material. 

6. (Canceled) ilic hair curler of claim 1 , wherein the animal hind portion is pivotably 
attached to the body portion and comprises an animal foreleg portion, an animal undcrbody 
portion and an animal hind quarter/hind leg portion, said animal hind portion comprising said 
means for holding hair to the body portion. 

7. (Canceled) The hair curler of claim 6, including interengaging lips on the animal head 
portion and the animal hind portion for latching the animal hind portion to the animal head 
portion. 

8. (Canceled) The hair curler ol* claim 1 , wherein the animal head portion and the animal 
hind portion arc molded of a plastic material. 

9. (Canceled) The hair curler of claim 6. wherein the body portion is cylindrically shaped 
and the animal underbody portion is curved to fit around a part of the cylindrically shaped body 
portion. 

J 0, (Currently amended) The hair curler of claim 1 , wherein the body portion comprises a 
mesh covered coil spring surrounding a cylindrically shaped bristle brush and having two cnds> 
said mesh covered coil spring and bristle brush comprising the holding means, said holding 
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means fiirther comprising a pin adapted to be passed through the mesh covered coil spring and 
bristle brush of the body porllon. 

1 1 . (Canceled) The hair curler of claim 1 , wherein the animal hind portion is pivotably 
attached to the body portion, said holding means comprises said animal hind portion which is 
pivotablc into engagement with the body portion for holding the hair to the body portion, 

12. (Canceled) The hair curler of claim 1 , including a tail attached to the animal hind portion 
and means for biasing the tail into engagement with the body portion, said tail and biasing means 
comprising the means for holding hair to the bc)dy portion, 

1 3. (Previously presented) The hair curler of claim 1 , wherein the given animal is one of a 
squirrel, rabbit, cat or kitten, 

1 4. (Canceled) A hair curler comprising a first body portion about which hair is adapted to 
be wrapped, said first body portion having two ends, an animal head portion attached to one end 
of ihe first body portion, an animal body porlitm pivotably attached to the other end of the first 
body portion. 

1 5. (Canceled) A hair curler simulating ihc appearance of a given animal, said hair curler 
comprising a tubular body portion simulating a first part of the anatomy of the given animaU said 
body portion having two ends and being adapted to have hair wrapped about it between said two 
ends, an animal head portion attached to one end of the tubular body portion and simulating a 
second part of the anatomy of the given animal different from the first part, an animal hind 
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portion attached to the other end of the tubular body portion and simulating a third part of the 
anatomy orthe given animal different from the first and second parts, said animal head portion 
having a different shape and appearance than said animal hind portion, and means fur holding 
hair to the tubular body portion. 

16. (Canceled) The hair curler of claim 1 5, wherein the body portion is tubular shaped, the 
animal head portion being inserted in the one end of the tubular body portion and the animal hind 
portion being inserted in the other end of the tubular body portion. 

17. (Canceled) I'he hair curler of claim 1 6, wherein the body portion comprises a mesh 
covered coil spring surrounding a cylindrlcally shaped bristle brush, said mesh covered coil 
spring comprising the means for holding hair to the tubular body portion. 

1 8. (Canceled) The hair curler of claim 1 7, wherein said holding means furtlier comprises a 
pin adapted to be passed throiigh the mesh covered coil spring and bristle brush of the body. 

19. (Canceled) The hair curler of claim 1 6, wherein the animal head and hind portions arc 
molded of a plastic matcriaL 

20. (Canceled) The hair curler of claim 1 wherein the animal head portion comprises an 
animal head/forelegs form and the animal hind portion comprises an animal hind quartcrs/hind 
legs form, 

21 . (Canceled) A hair curler simulating the appearance of a given animal, said hair curler 
comprising a hair curler body portion simulating a first part of the given animal, said hair curler

holding the hair wrapped about the body portion to the body portion. 

2. (Canceled) The hair curler of claim 1 , including an animal hind portion attached to the 
body portion. 

3. (Previously presented) The hair curler of claim J , including an animal tail attached to the 
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animal hind portion. 

4. (Canceled) The hair curler of claim 3, wherein the animal tail comprises a bendable wire« 

5. (Canceled) i he hair curler of claim 4, wherein the bcndablc wire is covered with a 
fibrous material. 

6. (Canceled) The hair curler of claim 1 , wherein the animal hind portion is pivotably 
attached to the body portion and comprises an animal Ibrclcg portion, an animal underbody 
portion and an animal hind quarter/hind leg portion, said animal hind portion comprising said 
means for holding hair to the hody portion. 

7. (Canceled) The hair curler of claim 6, including interengaging lips on the animal head 
portion and the animal hind portion for latching the animal hind portion to the animal head 
portion. 

8. (Canceled) J he hair curler ol claim 1 » wherein the animal head portion and the animal 
hind portion are molded of a plastic material. 

9. (Canceled) The hair curler of claim 6, wherein the body portion is cylindrically shaped 
and the animal underbody portion is curved to fit around a part of the cylindrically shax>ed body 
portion. 

10. (Currently amended) The hair curler of claim 1 , wherein the body portion comprises a 
mesh covered coil spring surrounding a cylindrically shaped bri stle brush and having two ends, 
said mesh covered coil spring and bristle brush comprising [comprises] the holding means, [the 
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animal head portion being attached at one end ot the body portion and the animal hind portion 
being attached at the other end ofthc body portion] said holding means farther comp rishig a pin 
adapted to be passed throufth the m esh covered coil spring and bristle brush ofthc body por tion . 

1 1 . (Canceled) The hair curler of claim I , wherein the animal hind portion is pivotably 
attached to the body portion^ said holding means comprises said animal hind portitm which is 
pivotablc into engagement with the body portion for holding the hair to the body portion. 

1 2. (Canceled) The hair curler of claim ! , including a tail attached to the animal hind portion 
and means for biasing the tail into engagement with the body portion^ said tail and biasing means 
comprising the means for holding hair to the body portion, 

13. (I'reviously presented) 1'he hair curler of claim 1 , wherein the given animal is one of a 
squirrel, rabbit, cat or kitten. 

14. (Canceled) A hair curler comprising a first body portion about which hair is adapted to 
be wrapped, said first body portion liavlng two ends, an animal head portion attached to one end 
of the first body portion, an animal body portion pivotably attached to the other end of the first 
body portion. 

15. (Canceled) A hair curler simulating the appearance of a given animal, said hair curler 
comprising a tubular body portion simulating a first part ofthc anatomy ofthc given animal, said 
body portion having two ends and being adapted to have hair wrapped about it between said two 
ends, an animal head portion attached to one end of the tubular body portion and simulating a 
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second part of the anatomy of the given animal Uifrerent from the first part, an animal hind 
portion attached to the other end of the tubular body portion and simulating a third part of the 
anatomy of Ihc given animal differcnt I'roni the first and second parts, said animal head portion 
havhig a diiTerent shape and appearance than said animal hind portion, and means for holding 
hair to the tubular body portion, 

16. (Canceled) The hair curler of claim 1 5, wherein the body portion is tubular shaped, the 
animal head portion being inserted in the one end of the tubular body portion and the animal hind 
portion being inserted in the other end of the tuhular body portion. 

1 7. (Canceled) The hair curler of claim 1 6, wherein the body portion comprises a mesh 
covered coil spring surrounding a cylindrically shaped bristle brush, said mesh covered coil 
spring comprising the means for holding hair to the tubular body portion. 

1 8. (Canceled) The hair curler of claim 1 7, wherein said holding means further comprises a 
pin adapted to be passed through the mesh covered coil spring and bristle brush of the body. 

19. (Canceled) The hair curler of claim 1 6, wherein the animal head and hind portions are 
molded of a plastic material. 

20. (Canceled) The hair curler of claim 1 5, wherein the animal head portion comprises an 
animal head/forclcgs form and the animal hind portion comprises an animal hind quarters/hind 
legs form. 

21 . (Canceled) A hair curler simulating the appearance of u given animal, said hair curler
